DEVOURING FLAMES. 


K e y p o r t , X. J., V i s i t e d W i t h a D i s - 
a s t r o u s Fire, and B o s t o n H a s a 
814,000,000iconflaffration. 


KBYPORT, N. J., Nov. 29.—At 5o'clock 
this morning fire was discoverad in the 
bakery of Alonzo Yoncker, on Front 
street. A high wind prevailed and tho 
flames spread quickly. 
Five business 
buildings belonging to E. B. Stout and 
Mrs. Win. Conover were burned. 
Loss, 
875,000; fully insured. 
The bakers em- 
ployed by Yoncker and the members of 
his family were asleep when the fire 
occurred and were aroused vvith diifi- 
culty. 
All escaped except one baker, 
named Jacob Pyser, who was burned 
to death. 
The fire departments of Bar- 
bank and Manhatton assisted the local 
fii-e department in fighting the fire. 


The building occupied by J. Anoty, 
shoe-maker, was torn down by the fire- 
men, which prevented tho further pro- 
gress of the flames. Alex Black's diy 
goods store, the store of tho American 
Union Tea company, W. H. Collard's 
grocery store and T. H. Roberts & Co.'s 
big building were burned. 
This is the 
most severe fire which Keyport has had 
since the conflagration in 1878, when 
over forty stores and houses were des- 
troyed and damages placed at over 
$200,000. 
Two lives were then lost and 
several men burned severely, 


BOSTON, NOV. 29.—The first general 
alarm sent out in Boston since the "big 
fire" was rung in yesterday for a fire 
which started in the building occupied 
by Brown, Durrell & Co., on Bradfjrd 
street. 


From the building of Brown, Durrell 
&Co., where the fire caught, it spread 
across the street and back through the 
burning building into Chauncey street. 
In a few minutes it had extended along 
Chauncey street on the left hand side, 
eating building after 
building until 
twenty of; the finest business structures 
in the city were destroyed. 


The loss is estimated at $4,000,000. 
The insurance companies will lose as 
much by the fii-e, as they have received 
in premiums in Boston- property for the 
entii'e year. 
Their losses in 1889 had 
been unusually heavy before this final 
misfortune came. 
The most severely 
injured company is supposed to be the 
Pmdential. 


During the fire fourteen firemen were 
knocked down in Kingston street by 
fragments of a falling wall, but all es- 
caijcd serious injury. 
About a dozen 
firemen and policemen are at tho hos- 
pitals, Buflering from laoerations,bruises 
and broken limbs. 


HARTFOKD, Conn,, Nov. 29.—One of 
the stockinet mills of tho Hartford car- 
pet works at Thompsonville was entirely 
destroyed by fire at an early hour this 
morning. 
The loss is estimated at $50,- 
000; fully insured. 
The burned build- 
ing was of brick, five stories high and 
300 feet long and had lately l>eeu used 
as a storage warehouse.

GITEN UP HOPE! 


T h e Triaofflers Forecast the Verdict 
of the J u r y in t h e Croniu Case- - 
To-day-s Testimony. 


CHICAGO, NOV. 29.—The trianglers of 
Chicago have given up all hope for their 
friends, the Cronin prisoners, and at 
an informiil meeting of a dozen or more 
of camp 20 members in Mat Danahy's 
saloon, last evening, it was agreed that 
the death penalty for Coughliii, Burke 
and O'SuUivan and a long term in the 
penitentiary for Beggs and Eunze would 
be the jury's verdict. 


Before the court opened in the Ci-onin 
case this morning, Mr. Forrest stated to 
the United Press reporter that he had 
eight or ten witnesses to introduce to- 
day and that this evidence would prob- 
ably consume the whole of the da.y.

The AU*a Connty Instltnte Closes 
the Atmnai fSession. 


That conspicuous event held annually 
for the edification of teachers generally, 
the Allen county institute, came to a 
successful close Wednesday evening. 


Like the preceding sessions, the talks 
were all interesting, with sound logic 
and valuable hints for those to whom 
the remarks were addressed. 


The most prominent address of the 
day was tbat of Professor Alexander 
Forbes, of Chicago. 
He left a good im- 
pression and won smiles of approbation 
from scores of pretty teachers. 
He con- 
demned the practice to which the teach- 
ers are subjected in being forced to 
take examination 
after 
examination 
every time a license is issued to them. 


"Look you," he said for example, "to 
your esteemed and learned Rev. Dr. 
Moffdtt, the divine who sits over there. 
What consistency would there be in 
making him take an examination 
every 
once in a while." 


The professor^illastratedjhow teachers, 
once qualified to teach, ought to know 
enough to keep on teaching. 
They are 
supposed to be developing rather than 
narrowing their minds. 


Professor Forbes' remarks were lib- 
erally applauded and on the strength of 
his speech some of the teachers sent him 
a large bouquet of choice flowers, which 
he acknowledged with thanks. 


Col. R. S. Robertson delivered a 
lecture in the evening on "The Mormons 
in Utah," and a large audience was 
present to hear 
the distinguished 
speaker. 
The position he holds under 
the government, tbat of Commissioner 
of Utah, well fitted him for the dis- 
cussion of the theme, and the lecture 
was an interesting and instructive one. 


The speaker gave a description of the 
country in whicn the Mormons dwell, 
and a number of interesting facts in re- 
lation to the history of Mormonism, the 
organization, of their church, the con- 
dition of the people under 
Mormon 
teachings and practices, and its blasting 
influences upon the family, society and 
public morals. 


To control its evils, ho said Utah 
should be kept out of statehood and 
under 
federal control; the ignorant 
Mormon immigrHnts should be pre. 
vented from swelling their ranks; tlie 
laws should be enforced and the emigra- 
tion of Gentiles to Utah should be en- 
couraged. 


The lecture was full of interest from 
beginning to end, and Col. Robertson's 
able effort was highly enjoyed and ap- 
preciated by those present.

ward in Fort Wayne and was beaten by 
three or four votes. 
He is a Scottish 
rite mason, 
and is very popular i n 
masonic and railroad circles. The move- 
ment in his behalf originated among his 
friends without his knowledge. Col. 
Sweet has been putting in his best licks 
for Nich Ensley, of Adams county, who 
was a member of the For'y-fourth regi- 
ment, to which Sweet also belonged. 


A well informed republican politician

Sweet, he said, 
would stand a good chance if it were not 
for the number of important 
appoint- 
ments made from this district. 
Colonel 
Robertson, of Fort Wayne, was put on 
the Utah cemmission. Professor Die- 
drioh, of the same city, was given a con- 
sulship and a number of other republi- 
cans in the district have been well taken 
caro of. This may prejudice Sweet's 
case before the president.

1,395, westbound, which left this city at 
10:30 o'clock, met with quite a serious 
wi'eck at the Grand Bapids crossing near 
Lindenwood cemetery.

Plymoutb. lad., and at other points 
west, was neai-ly two feet deep, and in 
the east the same cause delayed travel. 


Tlie Wabash did not seem to suffer 
so much from the storm, as its trains 
duriugthe night were on time, but 
travel to-day has been somewhat inter- 
ferred with. 


Tho night was a bad one and train- 
men say it is a wonder there were not 
more accidents and wrecks reported.

The diocesan board of the Fort Wayne 
diocese have submitted their eleventh 
annual report to the Et. Eev. Bishop 
Dwenger for the scholastic year 1888- 
89. For the purpose of inspection the 
diocese is divided into eight districts.

It was concluded to refer to you for a 
decision, whether or not an "ex^iner" 
may be interchanged in his work upon 
investigation with an "examiner" of 
another district. 


After careful consideration we find, 
Et. Eev. Bishop, that the books used in 
the advance classes are entirely too 
high in price, and it is the unanimous 
expression of the board that an arrange- 
ment should be sought in the near 
future with Catholic publishers for a 
very considerable reduction. 


The examiners' report above referred 
to, are herewith submitted for your in- 
spection. You will readily observe, Et. 
^ v . Bishoj), that the status of the 
schools manifests a praiseworthy effort 
on the part of pastors "and teachers to- 
wards bridging about every jiessible im- 
provement in this branch of their work. 


The schools are taught by 177 teach- 
ers and attended by 7,200 scholars. The 
schools of this city are as follows. 


S'. Augustine's academy; 305 girls; 12 
Sisters of Providence. St. Patrick's; 345 
boys; 6 Brothers of the Holy Cross. St. 
Mary's; 425 pupils; 6 Sister« of Notre 
Dame, 1 lay teacher.

^ It WES concluded to refer to you for a 
decision, whether or not an "examiner" 
may bo interchanged in his work upon 
investigation with an "exainiucr" of 
another district. 


After careful consideration \vo flnd, 


IU. Rev. Bishop, that tho books used in 
tho advance classes arc entirely too 
high in price, nud it is tho unanimous 
expression of tho board that an arrange- 
ment should bo sought in tho near 
future with Catholic publishers for a 
very considerable reduction. 


The examiners' report abovo referred 


to, are herewith submitted for your in- 
spection. You will readiiy observe, Rt. 
Rov. Bishop, that tho status of tho 
schools manifesto n praiseworthy effort 
on tho part of pastors and tenc-hsrs to- 
wards bridging about every possible im- 
provement in this branch of their -,vork. 


Tho schools are taught by 177 teach- 


ers and attended by 7,200 scholars. Tho 
schools of this city are as follows.
